This is a Petition to Make Special under 37 CRR. § 1.102 to advance the above-referenced application 
out of turn on the basis of the existence of actual infringement of the claims now pending in the application.

Statement by Attorney 

The undersigned Registered Patent Attorney hereby states the following with respect to the above- 
referenced U.S. Patent Application: 

(a) There is an infringing method in use in the relevant market; 

(b) a rigid comparison of the alleged infringing method with the claims of the present application 
has been made and in the undersigned's opinion, some of the claims are unquestionably 
infringed; and 
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(c) the undersigned has made or caused to be made a careful and thorough search of the prior art, 
the results of which are summarized and attached hereto. 

Specifically, the undersigned is aware of at least two websites currently operable and available on the 
World Wide Web that utilize a method for establishing and initiating a transaction between purchasers and 
vendors according to the method steps described and claimed in at least Claim 1 of the present application. 
Applicant has endeavored to streamline the prosecution of the present application by submitting only three (3) 
claims comprising a single independent claim and two dependent claims. The independent claim (Claim 1) is 
drawn very specifically to the invention believed patentable over the prior art in this case. 

Further, the applicant has caused a search of the relevant prior art to be carried out and herewith 
submits the results of the same. Although applicant is aware of the implementations of the same or similar 
methods of doing business (such as the infringing websites described above), each of these implementations 
has, to applicant's knowledge, only been implemented subsequent to the filing of the Provisional Patent 
Application (on November 6, 1999) to which this application claims priority.
